federal 


court today to require Alabama 
to take positive steps to elimi- 
nate racial segregation, in its 
school system.

GESTURES REVEAL 
CHARACTER MORE 
THAN WORDS DO 


By DR. JOYCE BROTHERS 


Dear Dr. Brothers: I'm no 


psychologist, but I've always 
found it fun to study people. Ive 
noticed a 
person's 
gestures 


seem to say a lot, and some- 
times the exact opposite of what 
he's telling me. Am I wrong? 
-D. L. 


Dear D.L.: No, you're not 


wrong. And since you're just 
having fun with your observa- 
tions, try them out at a party. 
That's a wonderful place to find 
people's conversation and ges- 
tures, they'll be telling you all 
about themselves, and doing it 
quite unconsciously. 


There's no such thing as an 


accidental gesture. Each one 
means something. And w h a t 
your friends express in words, 
and what they actually feel, are 
not always the same. 


Look for telltale gestures in 


someone w h o s e conversation 
flows smoothly and serenely, 
crushing out an already dead 
cigarette, or shredding a paper 
napkin, it tells you more than 
words the speaker is in an in- 
ner state of turmoil. 


And here's another type of re- 


vealing gesture you may see: 
The p e r s o n who constantly 
touches and button-holes you, to 
keep your attention. It doesn't 
signify a great interest in you, 
but it does, signify something 
else: A great lack of self-confi- 
dence. 


Has someone ever approached 


you with an antagonistic look, 
while holding one wrist with 
the other hand? Be on your 
guard. This is the gesture of 
the individual unconsciously re- 
straining himself from physical 
action. The man who drums his 
fingers on the table is also an- 
tagonistic. Politeness keeps him 
rooted to the spot, so he escapes 
you by this symbolic escape 
movement. 


The posture people assume at 


a party is another clue to their 
inner reactions. For instance, 
the man standing by the fire- 
place with his legs crossed .It 
may be a pose to show he's re- 
laxed, but he's unconsciously 
signalling that he's on the de 
fensive, and he's in the mood 
to apologize about something. 


The young woman sitting with 


her legs crossed, smoothing her 
skirt over her knees, is not on 
the defenive at all. She's on

more openly than you think.

his tie? If so, he's ignalling a 
very high opinion of himelf, 
And he is, if he steeples his fin- 
gers. This is not contemplation 
— it's the outright clue to ego- 
tism. .. 


Have you ever taken your hus- 


band to a party, despite his 
mild protests, and watch him 
take a hitch in his trousers just 
before he enters your host's A 
door? Most wives have seen 
their husbands do this. He's not 
worried about his trousers being 
loose, but concerned about some 
thing else — facing up to the 
party ordeal. By taking a hitch 
in his pants, the average hus- 
band is simply preparing to face 
the worst. 


Now, you can't evaluate a 


complete personality, by. one ges- 
ture, nor can you become an>(«, 
expert at reading people at one 
party. But have a good time, 
anyway. 


Honor System Check Cheating

Dear L.V.M.: There are many 


arguments in favor of the ho- 
nor system, involving concepts 
of individual worth> trust in 
man's basic goodness, his sense 
of fair play. The main argument 
is that for the majority an ho- 
nor system simply means li- 
cense to cheat. 


An experiment was made to 


try and discover what does hap- 
pen when an honor system is \* 
introduced. Students at a West- 
ern University were given an 
opportunity to cheat by grad- 
ing their own test papers, after 
a copy of their original respon- 
ses had been made. 


Before the honor system was 


instituted 81 per cent of the pu- 
pils cheated. When, the honor 
system was instituted this chan- 
ged to 30 per cent. Evidently, 
a sense of inner honor did affect '* 
the students and prevented the 
majority of them from cheating. 
The^y realized, what was also 
true under the old system, that 
they would be cheating was a 
game of outwitting those in au- 
thority. The honor system was 
no game but a commitment to 
a high idea.
